Appoinlineiil Today 

Chancellor Holds Same Posi- 
tion As Lord Shaughnessy 
in 1914 



It was announced in London and 
Ottawa today that Sir Edward 
Bcatly. Chancellor of McGill Uni- 
versity, has been appointed ".Minis- 
try of Shipping Representative for 
Canada." 

Sir Edward, president of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway and Chair- 
man of the Canadian Pacific Steam- 
ships Company, will undertake 
duties similar to those of Lord 
Shaughnessy, who held the position 
during the Great War. His responsi- 
bility, as Shipping Representative, 
will be to look after the interests 
of British shipping in Canadian 
ports, aiid to facilitate chartering 
and other shipping arrangements 
for vessels carrying Government or 
Government controlled cargoes to 
fhls' country. Sir Edward stated, 
however, that these new duties will 
not interfere with his duties as 
pre.Mdcnt of the Canadian Pacific.
